Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 23— The 
Associated Press is now in position 
reveal substantially the sugges- 
i of President Roosevelt for 
breaking the existing deadlock in the 
peace negotiations and rescuing the 
conference from failure. His solu- 
tion would ingeniously permit the 
satisfaction of the Japanese demands 
for reimbursement for the cost of 
the war and at the same time enable 
Russia to face the world with the 
declaration that she had not ceded 
a foot of territory or paid a kopeck 
of war tribute to the victor. 

The Compromise Plan. 

The solution is the one which has 
heretofore been described in the 
Associated Press dispatches as the 
natural and logical compromise. 
Tersely stated, it consists in an 
agreement by Russia to purchase 
possession of either all or half of the 
id of Sakhalin now in the milita- 
ry occupation of the Japanese for a 
sum the amount of which, if the two 
countries cannot agree, shall be de- 
cided by some method of arbitration 
hereafter to be determined. The 
purchase money, together with the 
sum Japan would obtain from the 
cession of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
road and the maintenance of the 
Russian prisoners in Japan would, it 
is estimated, about equal the amount 
claimed by Japan as her bill for the 
cost of the war. Possibly, therefore, 
the solution offered by the President 
involves recession by Japan upon Ar- 
ticle 5 (the cession of Sakhalin) and 
recession by Russia upon Article 9 
(indemnity). It seems practically 
certain, though this cannot be af- 
firmed positively, that the President 
today was able to give M. Witte sub- 
stantial assurance that Japan would 
be willing to accept such a compro- 
mise. This is apparently supported 
by the authoritative Japanese state- 
ment made to the Associated Press 
tonight in the reply to a question as 
to whether Japan had not decided 
to make substantial concessions: "It 
all depends upon Russia." 

A long cable message from 
Petersburg, which is believed to be 
the Russian reply, arrived about 10 
'clock last night, and M. Witte's 
secretaries, Mr. Nabukoff and Mr. 
Plancon, immediately began deci- 
phering it.

Serious Situation. 

The news from outside the city 
shows the continued seriousness of 
the situation from that point. Def- 
inite information was received from 
Dr. J. A. Devron, the State Board 
physician sent to Leeville, at the 
mouth of Bayou Fourche v a few 
days ago. His report shows that the 
first news from there was not exag- 
gerated. During two days of work 
there he found the following: 

Sixty-nine positive cases of fever, 
fifty-three suspicious cases and 145 
cases of dengue. He adds: 

"There are about 300 houses and 
families here, and I do not think 
there is a single house here which 
has not one or more cases of sick- 
ness. The people are distracted. All 
seem to have lost ambition to work. 
They are completely demoralized." 

He asks for more doctors and 
nurses, as the situation is beyond 
the capacity of one man. He reports 
two more deaths since his arrival,

and no deaths.

Efforts Mads in Cities of That Coun- 
try to Overcome the An- 
noyance.

"Pof wveral JMOT paal the 
state government! of QermajQf 
have given addition to the smoke 
nnisnnce. The stoppage 
chief source of txoaailv 
by training Bremen to be more ox- 
pert and ci refill lias been tried re- 
cently, and t he formation of smoke 
can be reduced in this way to a 
Croat degree. The proper con- 
st met ion and management of 
steam boilers and the prevention 
of explosions bus received careful 
attention through police regula- 
tions and continued examina- 
tions by official experts. The daily 
rare of boilers, however, has been 
very often intrusted to ignorant 
firemen, as the instruction in- 
stituted by a few industrial asso 
nations has not been adequate 
and the owners of steam plants 
frequently failed to show suffl 
cient interest in the thorough 
teaching of their firemen. For the 
put pose of supplying a remedy 
the ministry of commerce and 
trade three years ago instituted 
'I raveling courses of instruction 
for firemen.' by which mote than 
500 men have been taught. 

"The instruction is given in 14- 
day courses and comprises theo- 
retical and practical instruction 
by an academically trained engi 
neer and a competent fireman. Its 
object is not only the prevention 
of smoke, but a safe and econom- 
ical treatment of steam boilers, 
so that not only the public interest 
but that of the owners of boilers 
is taken into account. These con 
tiuued courses are given wherever 
a sufficient attendance can be ex- 
pected. The state bears a part of 
the expenses and from time to 
time sends out expert firemen to 
visit steam plants in order 
watch the boiler attendants, call 
their attention to mistakes or de- 
fects, and give them practical in- 
struction with reference to firing 
and safety appliances. Only when 
the services of the expert are de- 
sired for several days does a fee 
have to be paid. The interest 
shown in the instruction is con- 
stantly increasing, and its value, 
based upon the results obtained, 
Is more and more appreciated."

Telling the Age of Eggs. 

There is nothing that is more of 
an enigma than the average com- 
mission house egg. The age of an 
egg is as much of a mystery as the 
age of a lady who has at least arrived 
at the age of majority. We have seen 
persons at hotels who would like to 
know the age of eggs that have been 
served to them. 

One egg looks like another, and an 
aged egg is not very much different 
from one leas antique. The man who 
has made a study can tell a strictly 
fresh egg from one that has been 
longer in the wareroom but there is 
still something about an egg that 
one feels like giving it the benefit of 
the doubt. 

What the commission man would 
like to know is to be able to tell at a 
glance a fresh from a stale egg. This 
he would like to know without hand- 
ling. The buyer would like to be able 
to do the same thing, and the cus- 
tomer is just as much in need of this 
ability as any of the handlers. 

The United States consul, located 
in Germany writes something in re- 
gard to a recent discovery in that 
country which has a bearing on dis- 
tinguishing the age of an egg. He 
says: It is based upon the fact that 
he air chamber at the flat end of the 
ejrg increases with age. If the egg is 
placed in a saturated solution of 
common salt it will show an increas- 
ing inclination to float with the long 
axis vertical. A scale is attached to 
the vessel containing the salt solution 
so that'the inclination of the floating 
egg toward the horizontal can be 
measured. In this way the age of 
the egg can be determined almost to 
a day. A fresh one lies in a horizontal 
position at the bottom of the vessel; 
an egg from three to five days old 
shows an elevation of the flat end, 
so that its long axis forms an angle 
of 20 degrees. With an egg eight 
days old the angle increases to 45 
degrees; with an egg 14 days to 
degrees, and with one three weeks 
old to 75 degrees, while an egg a 
month old floats vertically upon the 
pointed end."— Poultry Item.

Treatment of Limberneck. 

A quick cure will be found in giv- 
ing the afflicted bird four or five drops 
of turpentine in a spoonful of water 
and for a preventative provide two or 
three tables pjonfuls of hypo-sulphite 
of soda in each gallon of water, and 
do not allow fowls to drink any other 
water. Where the fowls seem to be 
weak and vitality waning give them 
a pill of asafoetida the size of a pea 
each day until the bird has fully re- 
covered. Do not allow the fowls to 
eat the carcasses of dead fowls 
animals, as it is generally admitted 
by our best poultry breeders that 
such filthy habits of fowls and c 
lessness on the part of the attendant 
will quickly produce limberneck and 
ired diseases, such as round 
worm, vertigo, etc. Give the fowls 
intelligent attention, with clean, 
holesome food, provide plenty of 
ood sharp grit and charcoal, and 
you will have but little trouble 
future with such diseases.— S. P. 
Courier.

Washington has a larger percentage of 
her area wooded than has Oregon, be- 
ing 70 per cent., or 47,000 square miles. 
Idaho, which was part of the original 
Oregon country, discovered by Lewis 
and Clark, has an area of woodland 
which is estimated at 35.000 square 
miles, or 42 per cent, of the total area 
the state. 

The fir. hemlock, cedar, and the spruce 
are the trees found In the greatest 
abundance, while the larch, pine, ash. 
maple, alder, cherry. Juniper, cypress, 
mountain mahogany and cottonwood 
are also plentiful. But the red. yellow 
and silver firs are the most valuable 
commercially. The introduction 
western hemlock to the market a: 
building material has met with many 
obstacles. A strong prejudice has been 
aroused by the name of hemlock, owing 
to the quality of the eastern species of 
the same name. So great is this preju- 
dice even now that, although large quan- 
tities of th timber are cut and sold. It is 
sold under false or fictitious names, 
such as Alaska pine, and Washington 
pine, spruce or ffr. Western hemlock 
as such, has no market standing. 

Last year Oregon cut approximately 
1.405.000.000 feet of lumber, valued at 
$12,650,000. The mills of the Columbia 
river basin produced 600,000,000 feet, 
and the Portland mills 413.559.285 feet, 
and the Astoria mills 71.358.480 feet. The 
cargo trade from the Columbia rivet 
aggregated 164,564,015 feet. Foreign 
shipments showed a gain of 12,607,161 
feet, and domestic shipments an in- 
crease of 24.313.653 feet. In addition to 
this there were over 10,000,000 lath cut 

Washington last year shipped 480, 
889,91 1 feet of lumber to domestic points, 
Including Hawaii. Alaska and Manila. 
Her foreign shipments to China and 
Japan, South Africa, Peru, Chili and 
other South American ports; Mexico, the 
United Kingdom and Europe totaled 
186.144.995 feet. The rail shipments 
amounted to nearly as much more as the 
total cargo shipments, being 658,290.- 
000 feet of lumber, and 5.759,640,000 
pieces or shingles. Washington has 
over 80,000 men employed in the lum- 
bering Industry, and over $47,000,000 are 
paid them annually in wages, so it can 
readily be seen how large and impor- 
tant is the lumbering industry to that 
state, and Oregon can toll even a big- 
ger story in the matter of men employed 
and wages paid. 

Tacoma is the largest lumber manu- 
facturing center of Washington, and for 
that matter of the Pacific coast. Of the 
tote) lumber cut of Washington the 
mills of Tacoma cut nearly a sixth. Ta- 
coma claims to be the largest lumber 
renter west of Minneapolis and the 
largest lumber exporting port in the 
world. The largest cargo ever loaded 
was taken on board the United Slates 
trajUPQrl Dix at Tucomaand comprised 
3,800,000 feet. 

Fur the first three months of the pres- 
ent year the Pacific Coast Lumber Mau 
ufacturers association reports an aggre- 
gate of 259.276 222 feet of lumber, 7,481,- 
781 feet of lath, 554,615 feet of pickets and 
18.775,325 shingles in foreign and do- 
mestic cargo shipments from the two 
states.

44,000 killed, wounded and pris- 
oners, while the cost of driving the 
French from a strong ./position at 
Malplaqtiet was 20,000 killed and 
wounded out of a force of about 
1)0,000. 

Although in the modern armies 
of more modern time losses have 
reached in many instances a high 
figure, yet the percentage of 
slaughter, especially of killed to 
wounded combatants, has shown 

remarkable decrease from the 
horrible figures of ancient battles 
nd sieges, before the discovery of 
gunpowder and of the increasing 
perfection of firearms — paradox 
ical as it may appear — began to 
diminish the butchery which 
variably attended the encounter 
of armed hosts in olden times. 

The explanation is that fighting 
is now carried on at such a dis 
tance and in separate bodies of 
infinitely greater maneuvering 
power thai the least tactical ad 
vantag* becomes instantly obvi- 
ous, while the abandonment of ar- 
mor and the ponderous weapons 
of the melee has endowed bodies 
of troops with superior mobility, 

both advance and retreat. In 
old days, when the effective range 
of the long bow was not more than 
18 to 20 score yards, a battle 
iould only be decided by armies 
coming to close quarters at an 
early si age of the combat. 

The consequence was they be- 
came so intermingled that they 
could with difficulty be separated, 
and, indeed, the victor was often 
quite unable to feel assured of 
inccest until he found no more of 
his opponents to slaughter. More- 
over, it was much more difficult to 
make effective us.- of cover then 
thannew.and the bowman of Agin- 
court wae debarred from the use 
of his weapon in the prone posi- 
tion adopted by his successor, the 
ifleman of to-day. 
The romance of war once asso- 
rted with the gallantry of hau 
>crk and helm and the glittering 
)lazou of heraldry is a fascinating 
regret at this distance of time. 
But as we speak with bated breath 
in these less warlike times of sci- 
entific armaments and warfare, 
or shiver at the reports of "terri- 
ble" losses in the Held, it will be 
well to remember that we are 
alarming ourselves quite unneces- 
sarily, and that our warrior ances- 
tors went into action with far 
greater odds on their becoming 
dust and their good Bwords rust 
than does the soldier who goes up 
to battle against the lead-pump- 
ing weapons of today.

A distinct earthquake shock was 
felt in Hopkinsville and other parts 
of Kentucky Monday night about 
11:10 o'clock. The vibration, ac- 
cording to the observations of several 
people who felt it, being from North 
to South. 

The shock rattled windows, shook 
beds so voilently as to awaken peo- 
ple who were asleep and caused pic- 
tures on the walls to sway back and 
forth. 

The shock lasted from 30 to 45 
seconds. It was felt as far North as 
Louisville, as far West as St. Louis 
and as far South as Memphis. At 
Paducah it was reported to be quite 
severe. No excitement was felt in 
this city, and but few people who 
felt it realized that it was a sure 
enough earthquake, until the papers 
came with accounts of the shake in 
other places.
